RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 19th. July 1969 

No. 31/7/68-LRIV.—The socio-eclnomlc effects of the introduction of automa¬ 
tion measures in industry, commerce, administration and other related fields have 
recently been the subject of a good deal of debate in the country. It has been 
urged that automation reduces employment potential in individual industries and 
occupations: on the other hand, it has been argued that automation is part of the 
modern technological progress, is indispensable for industrial and economic 
development and helps to create new industries and expand existing industries in 
w manner which would not be possible without automation, (^rtain export- 
oriented industries have also pleaded that, without automation, they cannot com¬ 
pete In foreign markets with manufacturers from other countries which place no 
restrictions on automation. Government’s policy In this regard has been that 
automation could be introduced but on a selective basis and that teclmologlcal 
advance should be regidated to make it consistent with the socihl good of the 
community. The criteria which determine such selectivity need to be more 
clearly defined and for this purpose tihe Government have decided to set up a CJom- 
mlttee.

(1) To review the total effet-ts of the operation of automation in the enter¬ 

prises in the public and private sector? in which It has been already 

Introduced. 

(2) To recommend criteria for the determination of ar.v specific areas and 

fields in which inh'oduction of measures of automation, including com¬ 
puters, may be permitted nr restricted with duo regard to— 

(i) the need for rcri.sing efficiency and productivity in industrv end trade, 
and in particular industries winch arc export-oriented; 

(h) the requirements of scientific research and development; 

(lii) the need for the timely tabulation, analysis, study, etc. of the large 
masses of data that arise In modern industry, trade, tran.sport, etc; 
and 

(iv) the need for restricting the im^iort of forei,;jn equipment for automa¬ 
tion and for encouraging Ihe use of ,sU(;i equipment manufactured 
in thd country. 

(3) To recommend safe-guard.s for avoiding or minim ir-r.g any harmful 

social effects of the introduction Of automation; 

(4) To consider and make recommendations on any other related m.attcr.s. 

4, The Committee ia requested to submit its repoxt within a period of one year.
